Commenting on the negotiations 
between Mr. O'Malley and Mr. 
Eugene Chen,.the Shanghai Timea 
says: The Nationalists have been 
told innumerable times that’ the 
British forces. have. been ‘ordered 
to Shanghai. to protect British 
lives.in this Settlement, and we 
have yet to learn that protection 
means aggression, and that’ in a 
form which would spell active in- 
tervention on behalf of one party 
in a Chinese, civil war. Had ad- 
equaté British forces been in Han- 
kow, for example, there. would 
have been no question of them 
fighting for Wu Pei-fu against the 
Cantonese,-but they would have 
afforded a sufficient ' bar ‘to the 
mobs who overran the British Con- 
cession ‘there at the year-end be- 
cause the Cantonese did not dis- 
charge a-duty ‘they undertook. 
The Red International, or. Comin- 
tern, of Moscow. has so poisoned 
Chinese minds that they have‘ be- 
come gullible to a piteous degree 
Moreover, the Canton Nationalists 
are no longer their own masters, 
with the result that assurances 
that there will be no organized at- 
tack by them against the Foreign 
Settlement at Shanghai are value- 
Iess.. There was no organized 
Nationalist attack upon the Bri- 
tish Concession at Hankow, so 
Mr. Eugene Chen has told us. 

The Cantonese Foreign Minister 
has’ remarked upon the prospect 
of the present negotiations 'reach- 
ing a successful issue, and has en- 
deavoured to show that the onus 
lies with the British. Can he not 
turn his eyes to the shackles that 
his Russian advisers have fasten- 
ed upon him and his colleagues? 
If, these were removed countless 
difficulties would “go with them, 
and the wool] would fall from Can- 
tonese .eyes.- ‘There {sno doubt 
whatever that Soviet Russia: is 
clated at the success achieved in 
Central and South China.

| Rights of Protection. 


It is just as well that Sir Auaten 
Chamberlain has made it clear in 
‘the House of Commons, in reply to 
‘the newly-elected Socialist Mem- 
ber, Mr. Oswald Mosley, that Bri-| 
tain’s right to-defend the lives of 
her nationals abroad has nothing 
whatever to: do- with any Anglo- 
‘Chinese treaty provisions, because 
there seems to be-avgreat deal of 
doubt at Home regarding the lega- 
lity of Britain’s action. Obvious- 
ly, every nation has the right to 
send succour to-ahy of its sons or 
daughters whose lives are placed in

unwilling to supply proper protec- 
tion." That right is indisputable. 
it is even now being exercised by 
the United States of America in the 
case of Nicaragua where, owing to 
a civil war and the breakdown’ of 
ordinary law and order, American 
lives and-property have beén placed 
in danger...

Between. the manner in which I 
visualise it ang! that in which I am 
sometimes obliged-to forecast it 
there is, often’ some difference. 
And ‘so, do not expect from me a 
comprehensive prophetic picture. 
I can only express a few refiec- 
tions inspired by’ the present 
‘situation and. its possible cons*- 
quenges., 

The first task incumbent. upon 
the French Miniater ‘of Finance, 
in these latter days was to put. the 
Budget on a really stable basis. 

I must be forgiven. for recalling 
that when I became Finance Min- 
{eter at the end of April, 1925, 1 
had. already warned the country 
ayainst the danger of tho then 
several mil- 
liard francs. . 

Is .The Budget “Balanced?” 

My frankness laid me open’ to 
very fierce attack; but I do not 
‘think that it has been fruitless. 

It has enabled my successors ta 
obtain ‘more easily the vote for 
new taxes. 

I even confess that, in August 
last, I thought that M. Poincare 
was going a little too far in, the 
direction of "new taxes. 

But that is only a detail, for it 
is always easy to reduce taxation 
when the stability of the Budget 
is ptactically assured. 

Is it so te-day? 

Estimates presented by the 
‘| Government show an exact balance 
between expenditure and revenue. 

But-I shall be telling nothing 
new to anybody by saying that 
Budget balances. are always pro- 
blematienl, until the full year's 


-lexperience has been revealed. 


In order that this: practical 
test of the Government’s projects 
may bé guceessful séveral ecoug- 
mie and monetary conditions must 
be -fulfilled: r 

Fears for 1927. 

1 have always | éonsidered that 
monetary stability was most eysen- 
tial; and its achievement has, in 
my view, been closely associat: i}. 
with the problem of: balancing 
the Budget; stabilisation ought to 
follow and consolidate Budget 
equilibrium. — - 

In order that the mest stable 
Budget should not be upset dur- 
ing the financial year, it is essen- 
tial that the money 49, be used by 
the State and the ‘country during 


| its term should as nearly as, pos- 
sible approximate to the Budget- : 


ary calculations and forecasts. 

It does not appear that this coa- 
dition wil be fulfilled in 1927.

Up 
this section, where the river thun- 
ders and fonms between rocky 
hwalls, each junk is hauled by,teams 
of sweating,. chanting, groaning 
junkmen; Lungs and hearts may 
burst, fect may slip and men may 
fall cldwing into the foam beneath, 
but the onward surge never ha!‘s.

wire up the whole of Shanghai to

instantly the police may be inform-. 


as to the very building involved. 

This system is electrified, and 
by means of a very ingenious com- 
bination of wire eyen a large area 
like Shanghai can be easily con- 
nected with a central point.
